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INSURRECTION OF NEGROES IN JAMAICA. 
Ir is impossible to advert to the tidings which have recently 
come to hand from Jamaica without humiliation and pain. 
Whatever view we take of the causes to which the outrages at 
Morant Bay may be traced, the facts reported in the despatch 
of Governor Eyre cannot fail of awakening throughout the 
country a thrill of horror, Deeds have been done, both by 
the insurgents and by the authorities, the bare recital 
of which makes the blood tingle in our veins, As yet, we 
are not sufficiently informed to warrant a final judg- 
ment on the whole case between the negro peasantry 
and the ruling class. No doubt searching inquiry will 
be instituted by her Majesty's Government, and authentic 
materials will be collected for the guidance of Parliament, 
whose opinion of what has occurred must inevitably be taken, 
in some form or another, At the present moment we refrain 
from presenting to our readers any of the theories according to 
which partisans seek to justify, or at any rate to excuse, the 
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extreme violence of either side. The time has not come for a 
judicial survey of the matter, The necessary evidence is 
wanting, Perhaps, therefore, we shall do well to suppress 
whatever comment we might be tempted to make on parts of 
the transactions of which we propose to give a summary 
account, and confine ourselves strictly to a reproduction, in a 
condensed form, of the several narratives which have already 
come before the public. 

To render the history intelligible, however, it will be neces- 
sary to make two or three statements elucidatory of the peculiar 
condition of Jamaica as compared with the other West Indian 
islands under British rule, It is not a Crown colony in 
the proper sense of the term, It has, and has had ever 
since the time of Charles II., a Legislature and an official 
class of its own, the Governor excepted. It contains a vast 
quantity of waste land, much of which is too poor to produce in 
any abundance the staple articles of exportation. The northerly 
half of the island is the most fertile, and in it the negro 
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population is located in the largest proportions. It is 
unquestionable that in this district the economical legisla- 
tion of the House of Assembly, and the mode in which 
justice is administered, have produced some hardship 
and great discontent among the blacks ; but nothing like an 
insurrectionary spirit had pervaded it up to the time of the 
outbreak, nor does Governor Eyre’s despatch record any facts 
implicating this larger and more thickly-peopled part of the 
island. Morant Bay, at the south-eastern corner of Jamaica, 
washes a poor district not much more than twelve miles square, 
within which there are negro settlements stricken with poverty, 
which two years of drought had, of course, tended to aggravate 
The black inhabitants are many of them Baptists, but are no. 
under the supervision of the Baptist missionaries, having 
adopted their faith some years before the latter went to the 
island, and having maintained their independence of European 
Owing isolation, they 
have mixed up some of their heathen traditions with Christian 


ministration and control. to this 
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truths, and have always evinced more or less of a fanatical 
spirit, 

In the beginning of the present year Mr. Underhill, one of 
the secretaries of the Baptist Missionary Society, who had 
recently returned from a tour of inspection in Jamaica, 
addressed a letter to Mr, Cardwell, the Secretary of the 
Colonies, calling his attention to the unsatisfactory position of 
the island, pointing out several things which the black popnu- 
lation felt to be grievances, and suggesting some remedial pro- 
This letter Mr. Cardwell transmitted to Governor 
Eyre, with a request that he would report upon the 
matters contained therein, The Governor published the letter, 
and invited communications from those whose wisdom or 
whose official propriety it was understood to impeach, The 
publication of this document raised great excitement. The 
Jamaica press was furious in denunciation of it, and, on the 
other band, the negroes and their white friends held a number 
of public meetings, in which, of course, some foolish things 
were said, but at which professions of loyalty to the Queen, 
and of gratitude to England for her past beneficence, were not 
uncommon. It was in the midst of this popular political 
excitement that the lamentable affair at Morant Bay occurred. 

A petty sessions of the peace was held at that place on 
Oct. 7, There was unseemly noise among the bystanders, and 
the justice ordered the offending persons to be brough 
before him, One of them left th llowed out- 
side by the police and captured, whereupon he was immediately 
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to raise the flame of insurrection in other districts,

What steps were taken by the authorities in 
consequence? The Governor immediately put the county of 
Surrey, with the exception of Kingston, under martial law. 
He collected whatever naval and military, force was within 
reach, and so distributed it as to hem in the disturbed district. 
He invited and obtained the assistance of the Maroons, an 
isolated tribe located in the Blue Mountains, whom he armed 
and employed in capturing the negroes. There was no resistance 
after the affair at Morant Bay. Not asoldier washurt. Military 
parties traversed every part of the district—shot down many 
negroes, hung more after a summary trial at the drum- 
head, and, within a day or two, effectually avenged the 
outrages at Morant Courthouse, The Governor did 
not, however, limit the exercise of his power to the 
poorer negroes, He daringly struck at a higher quarry. Mr. 
Gordon, a member of the Assembly and a magistrate, who, 
when he heard that a warrant was out against him on the 
ground of suspected complicity in the plot, surrendered himself 
at Kingston, was immediately taken to Morant Bay that he 
might be tried by court-martial, and was there convicted, and 
hanged. Some two hundred negroes, it is averred, have 
expiated by their death the crimes of the Morant Bay rioters, 
others remain for trial, and so the insurrection was put down, 

Her Majesty, we imagine, will appoint a Commission of 
Inquiry with a view to obtain an accurate view of the whole 
case, pending which result no trustworthy judgment of it can 
be formed. We remain silent until faller information shall 
authorise us to speak.

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FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Nov. 23, 1865, 

If the public writers of Europe had only waited another eight-and- 
forty hours before they welcomed, in glowing language, the intelli- 
gence conveyed to the world through the columns of the Moniteur 
respecting the contemplated reduction of the French army they might 
have spared themselves the display of a good deal of misplaced en- 
thusiasm. French official facts are equally difficult to understand 
with French official finance. Nearly every journal of Europe was in 
raptures with the programme of the French Minister of War; it was 
the first step towards that millenium the advent of which philan- 
thropists have been anxiously waiting for for some years past. The 
papers over here which take a special interest in military matters, and 
are necessarily best versed in the details that relate to them, at once set 
to work to ascertain the actual extent of the proposed reduction. Some 
journals estimated that it would amount to 30,000 men ; others fixed 
the number as high as 42,000, or more than an eighth of the entire army 
on active service ; but out comes the Moniteur with an article proving 
that the diminution which has been determined on amounts to pre- 
cisely 10,396 men—a mere bagatelle out of an effective force of upwards 
of 320,000. 

At Compitgne, on Thursday last, the guests were entertained with 
one of the accustomed stag-hunts in the adjoining forest, at which 
both the Emperor and Empress were present ; and in the evening there 
was, as a matter of course, the everlasting eurée by torchlight ia the 
Court of Honour of the palace. The bs following, M. Victoriea 
Sardou’s new comedy, “ La Famille Benoito®,” which seems to have 
been suggested by the late M. Dupin’s speech in the Senate, on “ Luxury 
in dress,” and has met with such great success at the Vaudeville, wa 
performed in the theatre of the chiteau before the entire circle of 
Imperial guests, The audience, we are told, relished both the hanor2a3 
and the sentimental scenes of this capital play immensely In one of 
the latter, M.Sardou makes a lady of “La Famille Beasiton” thas 
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xerly Louise Lebrun, who enjoyed thirty years 
ger at the Grand Opra, the Opéra Comique 
tre Italien. She was the daughter of a celebrated tenor 
who was quite the rage in Paris at the commencement of the present 
century. Finally, the redoubtable Captain Gronow, author of one un- 
published and two published volumes of “ Reminiscences” referring 
the days of the war and of the Regency. These books of his gave 
some admirable pictures of the period. Captain Gronow was one o 
the last of the dandies par excellence, and one of the best shots with 
duelling pistols of his day. In his first volume of “ Reminiscencss” 
he gives an anecdote or two of his encounters ia this way, not, however, 
giving his reader the slightest hint that the writer was the principa! 
actor in these affairs. He died, on Monday, aged seventy-two.'

“Jeanne D’Arc” has been withdrawn from the Grand Théitre 
Parisien. The manager of the theatre required M. Duprez, the com- 
poser of the unlucky opera, to pay him a certain sum every evening it 
was performed ; M. Duprez refusing, the opera no longer figures in the 
nightly bills of the theatre.

A preliminary conference of the Saxon and Roumanian members of 
the Transylvanian Diet at Klausenburg was held on Sunday, at which 
it was resolved that the protocol of the sittings of the Diet 
should be drawn up in the three languages of the diferent 
nationalities of Transylvania. A solemn religious service was cele- 
brated, at which the majority of the members of the Diet were present. 
The Diet was opened, on Monday, by the Government Commissioner, 
who read an Imperial rescript calling upon the Assembly to matarely 
consider the best means to be adopted for the final settlement of the 
political situation of Transylvania. In their deliberations to this 
effect the Diet is exhorted to keep in view the interest of both Tran- 
sylvania and Hungary as properly understood by the intimate con- 
nection of the former with the Hungarian crown, The sole subject 
for discussion which has been laid before the Diet is the revision of 
article 1 of the law passed by the Transylvanian Diet of 1848 relative 
to the union of Hungary and Transylvania. 

The National Croatian party have resolved to propose the unioa of 
Croatia, Hungary, and Sclavonia, and to recognise the principle of a 
common legislation. They further recommend that negotiations for 
carrying out this policy should be entered into with a deputation from 
the Hungarian Diet. 

A proclamation has been published announcing that the Enperor 
had ordered the release of all political prisoners arrested by the 
Galician authorities from the year 1863 to the present time. All 
pending trials have been stopped. 

GREECE. 

The King having refused the demand made by M. Bulyar:s to prorogue 
or dissolve the Chamber, the Ministry resigned; and M. Comondoaros 
has reassumed the presidency of the Council, also discharging the 
functions of the Ministers of Foreign Affairs and the Interior, He 
has presented the following list of the remaining members of the 
Cabinet to the King :—M. Sotiroponlos, Minister of Finance; M. 
Lazaretos, War and Marine; M. Lombardo, Public Instruction ; M. 
Petraki, Justice. 

UNITED STATES.

Henry Ellis and 
Sons, London, which also sailed from Plymouth on the Ist of July, arrived in 
Port Adelaide on the 25th of September, with 414 emigrants. Five births and 
twelve deaths took place on board.——The ship Uegion of Honour, 1218 tons 
burden, belonging to Mesars, T. M. Mackay and Co., sailed on the 20th inst., 
from London, for Queensland, Captain William Williams, commander ; 
surgeon-superintendent, Dr. M. D, Lavin, assisted by Mra. Anna Meek, 
matron. e Legion of Honour is the sixty-ninth vessel that has sailed on 
the Land-Order System of Emigration, under the immediate direction of tha 
Queensland Government. She contains 479 souls, divided into paying, 
assisted, and free passengers. 


Mr. Hamilton, the commissioner of mines for Nova Scotia, 
gives an account in the 7imes of the gold regions of that colony. He says :— 
“ What is geologically known as the lower silarian formation, in which aro 
found most of the gold deposits of Nova Scotia now being worked, comprise a 
band of from ten to forty miles in width, exteuding along the whole Atlantic 
coast of the mainland of the province, a distance of 300 miles in length. 
Throughout the whole of this tract, from Yarmouth to Cape Canso, with the 
exception of certain isolated spota where granitic rocks prevail, gold is found. 
The proportion which, throughout this ares, the veins and beds of quartz 
bear to the rocks which inclose them is something enormous. Wherever these 
quartz veins have been tected to any extent they have been found aurifarous, 
althengh varying much in richness, If, as i firmly believe, all of these 
quartz de ts will prove remunerative if operated upon jadiciously, 
there is mining work for ages in this coast band alone. But further 
inland there are certain ridges of hills of a more recent geological for- 
mation, believed to be Devonian or upper silurian. These ridges may be 
described as extending through the whole length of the ovince, from St. 
Mary's Bay to Cape North. Gold is found at numerous points along and in 
the vicinity of these hills, and is probably obtainable throughout their whole 
extent ; although, owing to their comparative inaccessibility and to their 
being for the most part densely wooded, explorations in that part of the 
country have as yet been very limited.” He contends that the working of the 
mines pays well, and might made to pay a great deal better. He could 
point out lodes, the quartz from which has yielded at the rate of 10002. of 
gold to the con; others that have yielded 200z., 10 o2., 502. to the ton. He 
could name not a few mines that are prodacing at the rate of 1000 per cent 
ny annum upon the capital invested in them.

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OPENING OF THE ITALIAN PARLIAMENT, 
Tus first session of the second Parliament of the kingdom of Italy 
King Victor Emmanuel, in the old 


was opened, last oe 
“Hall of the Five Hun " of the Palazzo Vecchio at Florence, 
which is to be used for the Chamber of Deputies until the Badia di 
San Firenze, formerly a convent, situated at no great distance behind 

'alazzo Vecchio, has been altered and fitted for the permanent 
House of Parliament. 

The Hall of Five Hundred, on the first floor of the ancient Palazzo, 
was added to the original building, towards the end of the fifteenth 
century, _ 4 counsel of that great political and religious reformer 
the monk Savonarola, in order to provide accommodation for the popular 
legislative assembly, comprising all citizens who paid their taxes, in- 
vested with supreme power after the tempo’ overthrow of the 


Medicean tyranny. This vast hall, which is 175 ft. in length by 75 ft. in 
breadth, with a very lofty roof, is decorated with six immense pictures 
on the walls, by Vasari, representing the old wars between Florence 


and Pisa and Sienna; while the ceiling is also painted, in thirty-nine 
compartments, with scenes illustrating the history of Florence 
and of other Tuscan cities, Of the statues, chiefly by Baccio 
Bandinelli, which were ranged — its sides, all those repre- 
senting the princes of the Medici family and the Popes Leo X. 
and Clement VII., have now been removed to the vestibule, leaving 
the unfinished group, by Michael Angelo, of “ Victory and the Captive 
Foe,” as well as the “Virtue and Vice,” by Giovanni di Bologna, 
placed on each side of the King’s throne. The engineer and 
architect Falconiere has been —¥* oyed to adapt this hall for the 
Chamber of Deputies; and he has done so by erecting a lofty 
wooden screen across it, so as to leave two thirds of the 
space for the Chamber, the other portion being made into a vestibule. 
‘The eeats or benches of the deputies, with their desks in front of the 
feats, are covered with dark blue velvet, and ran in two or three 
concentric rows, in a horse-shoe form ; the president’s chair (which on 
this occasion was superseded by the throne), and the raised desks of 
the secretaries and questors being on a platform facing the benches. 
The hangings around the throne, as well as the window-curtains, 
being, like the reats, of dark blue velvet, the whole looked rather dark 
on Saturday, which was a gloomy, sunless day. The foreign diplo- 
matiste, the ladies, the newspaper reporters, and the general public 
have their several galleries on three sides of the hall, The Senate will 
meet in another apartment of the same building. 

Between eleven and twelve o’clock on Saturday the floor was occu- 
pied by the members of hoth Houses of Parliament, who mus- 
tered about four hundred, while the galleries were crowded 
with an eager audience, amongst whom, in the diplomatic gallery, 
was Mr. Layard, the English Under-Secret for Foreign Affairs, in 
company with the Hon. Mr. Elliott, the Ambassador of her Majesty 
at the Italian Court, and Sir James Hudson, who preceded Mr, Elliott 
at that post. Meanwhile, at the principal entrance, which was on the 
right of the throne, Ministers and other officials appeared in uniform. 
Presently they all departed to meet the King, who arrived with 
his customary punctuality, accompanied by Princes Humbert and 
Amadeus, and followed by his Staff, with Generals Della 
Marmora and Petitti, Mr. Sella, and the other Ministers, His 
Majesty was exceedingly well received. Everybody rose, there 
was lond clapping of hands, and a general shout of “ Viva il Rd!” 
repeated heartily again and again, the King bowing, and, although 
wearing his usual bluff look, seeming very well pleased. Indeed, 
he could hardly be otherwise, for people generally are very well 
affected towards him, and have lately taken frequent opportunities of 
showing it; while he, on his part, has taken manifest pains to prove 
himeelf worthy of the good-will of his subjects. The welcome at an 
end, the King sat down, his two sons remaining standing on each 
side end a little in rear of the throne, and then Baron Natoli 
signified to the Assembly his Majesty's commands that it should be 
seated, A form of oath was then read and the names of the senators 
created since the last Parliament separated were called over, those who 
were present answering “Giuro”—‘“I swear,” The same formality 
was then gone through with the deputies; and when that was done 
the King, sitting, read his speech in a loud, clear, sonorous voice. 
His words were distinctly audible in every corner of the great hall. 
The speech was as follows :— 

When I bad to open the Parliament in the city which was the first guardian 
of the destinies of Italy, I always uttered expressions of encouragement and 
hope, and fortunate events always followed my words. 

It is with the same confidence that I speak to yon in this capital, where we 
thall likewise know how to overcome every obstacle to the complete vindica- 
tion of our eelf-government. My Government, from its deference for the 
Papacy, and to satisfy the religions interests of the majority of the popula- 
tions, accepted proposals for some negotiations, which it interrupted the moment 
it thought they were calculated to interfere with the rights of the Crown 
and of the nation. 

Time and the force of events will solve the questions of difference which 
subsist between Italy and the Papal See. We have to remain faithful to the 
Convention of Septamber, which Franee wil] execute completely within the 
delay fixed. So far as we are concerned, it is an easy matter to wait, since 
eur situation has greatly improved. 

The sympathy of civilised nations will aid us in J 
of interests and the bonds of gratitude maintain nus in close friendship with 
France. We are in good relations with the rest of the Buropean States, and 
with the Governments of both Americar, 

A vast field has been opened to trade by advantageous treaties with England, 
Rossia, Holland, Denmark, Switzerland, as before with France, Sweden, 
Belgiom, Turkey, and Persia. 

Spain, a short time sgo, recognised the Kingdom of Italy. Bavaria and 
Fexony have also expressed the same intention, which Prussia, Baden, and 
the Haneeatic Towns have already carried into effect. 

Thus the bonds between the nations of the Latin race are strengthened, an - 
with the noble Germanic nations the Italians will be able to enter into comd 
mercial] relations, such as will tend to extinguish old prejudices and rancour. 
Italy will, therefore, take her place amongst the great States of Europe by 
co-operating in the triamph of justice and of liberty. Liberty has already 
produced the happiest effects in the interior of the kingdom ; the various 
administrative departments, the public works, the codes, and the army, have 
been unificd with results which, in other countries, have required the efforts 
of several generations. What better augury can there be for the future ? 

My Ministers will present to you bills to complete the unification of the laws, 
and also for the instruction of the poorer classes, the improvement of public 
credit, and works of public utility. The great difficulty befere us is to 
arrive at an ——_ of the finances without weakening the organisation 
of the land and sea forces. t much that fresh sacrifices are to be de- 
manded from my people, but I know well that their patriotism will not be 
wanting. The members of the two Chambers will divide the charges as 
equitably as possible, reducing at the same time the public expenses; but, 
whatever occurs, Italy must {ree herself from the oppressive remnants of the 
ast. 

: You will, therefore, have also to discuss the separation of Church and State 
and the suppression of religious corporations. 

Proceeding in this manner, neither the intrigues of enemies or ill-fortune 
will euceerd in destroying our work. A radical and inevitable change is 
taking place — nations. The future is in the hands of God. 
If, in the accomplishment of the destinies of Italy, new dan were to arise, 
I am enre her brave sons would once more rally round me. If the moral force 
of civilisation should prevail, then the mature wisdom of the nation will be 
brenght into action. 

Senators and Deputies,—In order that the rights and the honour of Italy 
may always remain inviolate, we must advance frankly in the path of our 


national policy. 

Certain of your one, confiding in the affection of the people and in the 
valour of the army, 1 shall not abandon the noble work which we are to hand 
down complete to future generations,

A new European Capital hag 
received investiture. To the question, What is the chief town 
of Italy? the answer of youth and others must henceforth be, 
Florence, and the metropolitan river isnowthe Arno, Rome ig 
an ecclesiastical expression, and, in spite of Archbishop 
Manning, may not be even that very long, while the Tiber 
must trust to our memories for its dignity. The abandoned 
capital of King Victor is consoling itself with patriotic reflec- 
tions, and the conviction that it is certainly for the good of 
Italy that her chief town should be in a situation of safety from 
invaders, The Parliament of Italy met, on the 18th of this 
month, in the Hall of the Five Hundred at Florence, 

The event is too interesting to be passed over as merely one 
of the forms connected with the new institutions of Italy, 
It is interesting as a part of the history of a city dear to 
all cultivated minds, and it is important as being a new 
guarantee for the stability of the Italian kingdom, The 
wisdom which dictated the selection of a new capital, and 
the patriotism of the province which consented to merge its 
distinction for the sake of a grand idea are illustrated in the 
event which we are recording, and they are invaluable proof that 
the Italians are men who know how to hold the freedom which 
they have acquired, And no one will say that Florence is un. 
worthy to be the Royal city of Italy. It may be that she, in 
her turn, must resign that honour when a still nobler city shall 
be rescued from an ignoble yoke; but in the mean time, and 
perhaps for years, Florence may wear the crown loftily and 
proudly, “She would make two Romes,” said Ariosto, “ were 
she brought within a wall ;” but he spoke only of her material 
proportions, Her pedigree entitles her to any distinction which 
it is in the power of Italy to confer. 

A rapid sketch of her history, though, by the polite conven. 
tionality of journalism, all are supposed to know it, may not 
be unacceptable at this moment, Florence was originally 
a Roman colony, founded by Octavianus, after the victory of 
Perusia. In the third century the religion of our Lord 
existed in Florence; and Decius, the Pannonian, had his 
martyrs there. That blood and the blood of thousands 
of Christians was avenged on him by the Goths, who 
slew him and his son in battle, These valiant barbarians, 
however, were no friends to the fair city, and were 
twice slaughtered under its walls. Charlemagne subdued the 
Longobards, who had become possessors of the place, and gave 
it a Government, so that Florence had civilised institutions 
long before the time of our own Alfred. Countess Matilda, 
about 1115, left it, with most part of Tuscany, to the See of 
Rome, and the Popes favoured the independent spirit of the 
Tuscan Commonwealths, Florence became prosperous, and her 
“splendid citizens" were known far and wide for their 
commercial enterprise. And, like our own City merchants, 
the Florentines could use steel as well as gold, as was 
proved by their arming against an Imperial Vicar whom they 
met in fight, and slew, routing his array. Then came years of 
faction and discord, the struggles between Guelphs and 
Ghibelines, and the Black and the White; but still Florence 
prospered, The fiery story of those centuries still stirs the 
blood; and we do not forget that Dante was a Guelph, and 
that his house in Florence was plundered and himself 
proscribed—gquid feci tibi, he pathetically addressed 
his people; but the Adimari had his property, and 
his sentence was not revoked—let the sixteenth canto 
of the “Paradise” tell of his vengeance, “Ungrateful 
Florence, Dante sleeps afar ;" but five hundred years later she 
gave him a monument, and it was but the other day that we 
were recording her festival, and the inauguration of his statue 
by a sculptor from the Ravenna that proudly keeps his ashes. 
But to have been the birthplace of Dante is a city’s patent of 
immortality. 

We owe Florence much in the way of money, unless we adopt 
the principle of which we are to hear something, it is said, in 
reference to later debts—namely, that “loans to help kings to 
war” are not binding on posterity, But, while honesty to the 
public creditor is the rule in England, there will be an entry in 
our books to the effect that Edward III. borrowed more than a 
million of golden florins from commercial men at Florence, 
and never could, or never did, pay them. However, his Order 
of the Garter is worn by the King of Italy, After the some- 

what humiliating and certainly disastrous period of the reign 
of the Duke of Athens, whose being driven into exile is still, we 
believe, commemorated by the Florentines, the city recovered its 
independence, but only to become the scene of incessant conflict 
between the nobles and the people, and between smaller 
factions, until it was recorded, as a noteworthy fact, that for 
thirty-three years Florence was actually tranquil, Then came 
Coamo dei Medici. Later came the fall of the republic, the 
nomination by Charles V. of a Duke of Florence, a title con- 
tinued in the Medici family until ite extinction, towards the 
middle of the last century. Then the rule of Francis of 
Lorraine, afterwards Emperor of Germany, and husband of 
Maria Theresa of Austria, In 1799, the French, who have lately 
interfered in Italy for good, interfered for evil: the 
Grand Duke was ejected, and Tuscany was handed to the Duke 





of Parma, who was made King of Etruria by him who dealt 











~with kingdoms as an Etrurian potter dealt with clay, 
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Later 
again, Tuscany was made part of France, and given to Eliza, 
Napoleon's sister; but with the fall of the great despot fell 
his edifices, and Ferdinand IIL was restored, He was succeeded, 
in 1824, by Leopold II., who, in 1848, granted a constitution, 
The taste of freedom revived the old fire of the Florentines, and 
they rose and proclaimed a Republic ; but the sword of Austria 
was too heavy for them, and, in 1850, the Duke was 
replaced on his throne. But the spirit had been fairly roused 
once more, and a second time Duke Leopold had to leave his 
capital, in which the King of Sardinia was proclaimed ; the 
Duke endeavoured, by abdication in favour of his son Ferdinand, 
to preserve the dynasty ; but a Parliament was called, and it 
did unto the house of Lorraine that which our Parliament 
did unto the house of Stuart—that is, repudiated it, 
Tuscany demanded annexation to Sardinia, The wish 
has been accorded, and the liberation of great part of Italy 
having been worked out and an Italian kingdom instituted, 
Florence finds itself the capital of Italy. The most heartfelt 
wishes for the prosperity of that kingdom and of its metropolis 
are uttered wherever men love freedom ; but from no place in 
the world comes so cordial a greeting to Florence and to Italy, 
on this crowning event in the history of both, as from England, 
who rejoices to see the new kingdom based on institutions 
kindred to her own,

CHURCH AND UNIVERSITIES, 


On the 8rd inst. the parish church of Stowmarket was 
after an extensive and successful restoration. The work has been 
executed superintendence of Mr. R. M. Phipson, at a cost of upwards 
of £2000.

THE UNIVERSITIES AND PuBLIC SCHOOLS.—The bread-and- 
butter question at Christ Church, Oxford, has swelled into large dimensions. 
Many letters with regard to the commissariat department cf the Universities 
have appeared in the Zimes, which has devoted two leaders to the subject of 
undergraduates’ commons. 

At a mecting, which was attended by the leading members of the Uni- 
versity, held at Oxford last week, it was decided that a committee should b> 
appointed for the purpose of considering a scheme for the extension of th> 
University, with the view mainly, it would seem, of enabling young men @e' 
limited means to go through the regular curriculum and graduate,——The 
Rev. H. Longueville Mansel, B.D., of St. John’s College, Waynflete Professor 
of Moral and Metaphysical Philosophy, has been elected to the curatorship of 
the Bodleian Library, vacant by the appointment of Professor Max Miiller to 
the sub-librarianship of that institution.——In a Convocation on Thursday 
week, the name of Mr. W. C. Boase, M.A., Exeter, as a Public Examiner in 
Law and Modern History, was approved.——-In a congregation afterwards the 
name of Mr. H. G. Madan, M.A., Queen's, as a Public aminer in Natural 
Science, was approved. 

At Cambridge Dr. Humphry, of Downing, Dr. Drosier, of Caius, and Mr. C. 
Lestourgeon, M.A., of Trinity, have announced themselves as candidates for 
the chair of Physiology, in case the same becomes vacant; and Mr. Williams, 
M.A., of Magdalen, for that of Zoology and Comparative Ana‘omy, if 
established. The election of the first M‘Mahon Law Scholar at St. John's 
took place on Tuesday. There were nine candidates, of whom the successful 
one was Ds, F. H. Fooley, B.A., first senior optime and twenty-second second 
class classic, 1863, The scholarship is of the value of £150 per annum, and 
tenable for four years. 

Mr. Carlyle has intimated his acceptance of the office of Lord Rector of 
Edinburgh University. 

The Duke of Montrose, as Chancellor of the Glasgow University, gave his 
casting vote for the Lord Justice Clerk, who accepts the office.

He 
drove them on to another station, and two dropped down and died om 
the road and were left there ; and when he arrived with the rest at the 
second station, he was met by the same veto, which had come by 
telegram. In this forced march to market he left two dead bodies 
behind him, and poisoned ten or twelve miles of road. So subtle is the 
contagion, that a great London cowkeeper can only attribute his loss 
to the beast-trucks on an adjacent railway having stopped daily near 
his meadows.

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“THE PALACE AND PARK FOR THE PARIS UNIVERSAL 
EXHIBITION OF 1867. 
(From our Paris Correspondent,) 


‘THE works in the Champ de Mars for the Palace and Park of the 
Paris Universal Exhibition of 1867 are making considerable progress. 
Hundreds of labourers are now employed in laying out the immense 
space. Steam-engines, too, are incessantly at work, and strings of 
carts are constantly arriving on the ground to deposit loads upon 
loads of earth, many thousand cubic feet of which will be required 
to raise that portion of the site occupied by the building and its 
approaches to the requisite level. Everything shows that MM. 
Andraud and Julien, the contractors for the works, are pushing them 
forward with the utmost rapidity. The form of the colossal ellipse

coming Exhibition of 1867; and in due course M. Le Play, with the 
sanction of Prince Napoleon, submitted the plans thus obtained to the 
decision of the Imperial Commission. : 

The rectangular form of building, with semicircular ends, came to 
be selected chiefly because it was the form best adapted to the Champ 
de Mars; and, indeed, the site hardly admitted of any other. This 
plan has since had various modifications made in its details, under 
the immediate direction of the Imperial Commission itself, which is 
the rea) reason why no name of the ey has been put forward; 
for, although Prince Napoleon and M. Play have had the largest 
share in the origination of the adopted plan, still, the plan as it now 
stands is really the collective work of the Imperial Commission. 





The foregoing statement is made, of course upon reliable informa- 
tion, by our Paris correspondent. In his communication which we 

ublished on the 14th ult. Mr. Maw’s claim was noticed but incidentally. 

t was shown, from Prince Napoleon's Report on the Exhibition 
of 1855, that the Prince, while he had not then thought of a circular 
or oval building, had distinctly set forth “ the double system of clas- 
sification, both geographical and according to the particular 
character of the products exhibited,” which is to be the dis- 
tinctive feature of the Exhibition of 1867. Our correspondent 
thereupon remarked :— Without denying to Mr. Maw the merit 
of having suggested a circular or oval form of building, which 
he may or may not have been the first to do, nothing con- 
tained in his paper published in the Builder, of February, 1861, can 
possibly detract from the originality of Prince Napoleon's suggestions 
made public four years previously.” Upon this, Mr, Maw sent us the 
following letter :— 

“To the Editor of the ILLtstnatep Lonpon News, 

“ Bir,—As there are one or two important omissions in your account 
of what has passed between the French Exhibition Commissioners and 
myself relative to the authorship of the plan for the exhibition 
building of 1867, would you allow me to state more in detail the 
grounds upon which the claim is based? I would first observe that 
the = was designed jointly by myself and Mr, Edward J. Payne, 
F.1.B.A., of Birmingham, I refer to the engraving, published in the 

Builder of Feb. 16, 1861, of our design for the ground plan, which 
was actually tendered, more than four years ago, through M. Mocquard, 
for the purpose for which it is being employed ; and, on a comparison 
of this with the French official design, your readers may see that the 
elliptical form is only one out of the many points of identity, which 
cannot possibly be the result of a series of accidental coincidences or 
of separate and independent authorship, Not only are the two designs 
identical as to the elliptical form, and the peculiar system of double 
classification, which we were the first to advocate; but the central 
elliptical garden, the number of the avenues radiating from the central 
garden, and the open arcade surrounding the elliptical building are 
common to both designs; and it worthy of note also that the French 
design contains the same porportion of wide and narrow radial avenues 
as our design. 

“At a first glance there appears to be a slight difference in the 
setting out of the exhibiting-biocks in the two ground-plans; but the 
points in which the French design deviates from ours are exactly de- 
scribed in the lett accompanying our design, in which we sug- 

that, ‘if it is desired to divide the whole or any part of the space 
into courts, as in the Exhibition of 1851, the avenues can easily be 
converted into inclosed spaces, without sacrificing the double system 
of classification.’ And again, that, ‘as some of the specific divisions 
might require wider exhibiting-blocks than others, there would be no 
objection to vary the widths of the concentric rings to suit necessity.’ 
Both these suggestions are carried out in the French design.

The production of Mr. Leslie's new opera, “Ida; or, the 
Guardian Storks,” at the Royal English Opera, Covent-garden, on 
Wednesday week, was attended with the outward signs and tokens 
of success. But such signs g° for little on a first night; and 
in the present instance we think they will not turn out to have been 
more significant than usual. Notwithstanding the noisy applause, 
the encores, and the calls for the principal performers and the 
composer before the curtain at the end of every act, the general im- 
pression seems to be that the piece will not long maintain its place 
on the stage. The work, indeed, is not made of durable materials.

fused that nobody has pretended even to understand it, and it there- 
fore does not excite a spark of interest—a fatal fault in a dramatic 
piece, whether musical or not.

On Monday the first meeting this session of the Royal 
Asiatic Bociety was held at its offices—Sir T. Edward Colebrooke, Bart., 
M.P., in the chair. A paper by the Rev. Dr. Hoole was read on the late 
Dr. Graul’s edition of the “Kural of Tiruvalluver.” 
Tamil poem in existence, and none of the present native dialects 
have such an old literature as the Tamil, which is now spoken 
in the district of the south of Madras. The Kural was written in high 
Tamil, and has been translated into the ordinary dialect as at t spokee. 
The poem, of course, do@ not equal in antiquity many of those written in 
Sanscrit, and although authorities differ somewhat as to its real date, it is 
supposed to be about 800 years old. It is written in 1330 stanzas, the sense of 
each stanza being complete in itself. Ten stanzas form a chapter, which isa 
string of aphorisms relating to one subject. The whole poem has the three 
human aims for its object—virtue, wealth, and love—and is full of similes and 
comparisons, like the generality of Hindoo poetry. A part of this ancient 
poem was translated by Mr. Ellis, of Madras, about forty years ago; but it 
remained for Dr. Graul to complete the task. The Kural contains much about 
the manners and customs of the time in which it was written, and affords 
evidence thaé these customs have little changed in the south of India to the 
present day. 

The births of 2074 children (1052 boys and 1022 girls) were 
registered last week in London. In the corresponding weeks of ten years, 
1855-64, the average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1978. 
The deaths registered in London during last week were 1515, It was the forty- 
sixth week of the year, and the average number of deaths for that week is,with 
a correction for increase of population, 1459. Thirty-two deaths occurred 
from diarrhoea ; the mortality from this disease has much decreased. Nodeaths 
from cholera were registered. 183 deaths ocourred from phthisis, 175 from 
bronchitis, 102 from pneumonia, and 75 from disease of the heart. Five deaths 
from carriage accidents were registered.——The births registered last week in 
London and ten other large towns of the United Kingdom were 4049; the deaths 
registered, 3271.

RAILWAY STATISTICS. 


A PARLIAMENTARY return, recently issued, supplies us with many interestin; 
facts respecting the increase of railway traffic during the year 1864, as ome 
pared with the preceding. 

In the first place, there were 12,789 miles of railway open in the United 
Kingdom in 1864, as com with 12,3224 miles the year before. Of this 
12,789 miles, 7402 were ble and 5387 gle lines of rail. As many as 
222,272,165 ns travelled on these lines during the year 1864, as against 
upwards 204 millions and a half during 1863. This is exclusive 
of season and periodical ticket-holders, of whom there were 76,490 
during 1864 and 64,391 during 1863, The eps omy during 1864 
numbered 27,701,415 ; the second class, 65,269,169 ; and the third, 136,301,581. 
During 1864, too, 66,702 carriages were carried, 283,112 horses, and 459,494 
dogs. Of live stock there were 2,993,357 cattle, 8,455,681 , and 2,224,748 
pigs carried during the year 1864. As many as 3,155,071 h of cattle were 
carried on the railway during 1863. Of coal, coke, and other minerals, 
75,445,781 tons were carried during 1864, as well as 35,914,914 tons of general 
merchandise, 

The number of trains run were 4,969,969. About three eighths of these 
were luggage-trains. Altogether they travelled 129,130,943 miles. The pas- 
os travelled 66,555,219 miles; the goods’-trains four million miles 


ess. 

The total receipts from all sources of traffic amounted to £34,015,564, an 
increase of almost three millions on the year 1863, First-class a con- 
tributed £3,601,530 to this ; second-class travellers, £4,545,472; and third- 
class, £5,375,048, Season-ticket holders contributed £393,550. The receipts 
on account of excess of luggage, es, &c., amounted to £1,210,099, and the 
receipts from mails, £558,341. The carriage of live stock produced £584,945 ; 
of coals and minerals, £6,302,888 ; and of general merchandise, £11,343,671. 

The increase of receipts seems to have been general, and is not confined to 
any particular class of revenue. In no class is there a decrease observable in 
the receipts for 1864 as compared with 1863.

THE new Judge of the Court of 
Queen’s Bench, Mr. Justice Lush, 
who has succeeeded the late Mr. 
Justice Crompton, is a lawyer who 
has made his way from thehumblest 
rank inthe ayer aS Peceeaity’ 
having been emplo iginally, 
as ox attorney's clerk, ae he 
learnt the details of practice. At 
the age of twenty-nine, in No- 
vember, 1836, he entered as a student 
of Gray’s Inn, was admitted as special 
pleader a twelvemonth afterwards, 
and called to the Bar on the 18th 
of November, 1840. He soon ob- 
tained a considerable amount of 
ractice on the Home Circuit, and 
in June, 1857, was made Queen's 
Counsel. Having attained his 
elevation to the Bench by mere 
— to the ordinary business 
of his profession, without the aid 
of political influence or patronage, 
his appointment is regarded with 
much satisfaction by the majority 
of working lawyers, attorneys 
and barristers. He is a native of 
Shaftesbury, Dorsetshire, and fifty - 
eight years old.

THE NEW SUSPENSION 
BRIDGE OVBR THE RIVER 
MOLDAU, AT PRAGUE. 


Tne ceremony of laying the 
foundation-stone of the new sus- 
pension bridge which is to be 
erected over the River Moldau, at 
Prague, took place on the 19th ult. 
Our Illustration, from instanta- 
neous photographs taken’ by 
Friedrich, of Prague, is given 
below. The act of laying 
the stone was performed by the 
Cardinal Archbishop of Prague 
(Prince Schwarzenberg), in the 
presence of the Deputy-Governor 
of Bohemia and of several digni- 
taries of the Church, attended by a 
numerous cortége of the clergy, all 
dressed in their official robes, and 
accompanied by several of the re- 
wesentatives of the Government. 
They went in procession from the 
Townhall, and crossed the river 
by a temporary bridge (shown in 
our Engraving) to the vedere 
side, Mass was here celebrated, 
and the stone was then lowered 
into its place, and mass was again 
celebrated by the Archbishop, who 
bestowed his benediction on the 
undertaking. A discharge of 
artillery gave a signal of the com- 
pletion of the ceremony.

The town was illuminated in the 
evening, and an illuminated pro- 
cession of boats descended the river 
to the site of the intended bridge. 
Festive bonfires were also lit up in 
various parts of the city. 

The cost of the bridge, to be 
defrayed oy the municipality of 
Prague, will be about £60,000, 
The Mayor (Dr. Belsky) and the 
Town Council have most heartily 
persevered in bringing this project 
into execution, and have, at last, 
the satisfaction of seeing the works 
actually commenced and in fair 
progress. The bridge is to be 
named, in honour of the Emperor, 
the “ Franz Joseph's Briicke ;” and 
the Emperor, at the request of the 
inhabitants of the city of Prague, 
has most graciously undertaken to 
open it when the structure is 
finished. The bridge is being built 
from the devigns of Messrs. Ordish 
and Le Feuvre, of Westminster, 
who were successful against eleven 
competitors from Holland, Austria, 
Germany and France, When com- 
plete, the structure will be alto- 
gether of a novel character. It 
was for a long time supposed by 
scientific engineers that rigidity 

and suspension were entirely in- 
compatible ; but, by the aid of a 
catenary chain suspended above 
the main-chains and connected to 
them by vertical tie-rods, this 
important desideratum has been 
attained. The bridges constructed 
upon this principle have many new 
features when compared with ordi- 
nary suspension bridges. Unlike 
the modern suspension bridge at 
Chelsea, where the roadway nar- 
rows between the towers at each 
end, in this class of structure the 
roadway will remain of uniform 
width throughout, The longi- 
tudinal girders, also running 
parallel with the parapet-girders 
of most of the suspension bridges 
already constructed, will not 
appear in Ordish and Le Feuvre's 
bridge. In this case the main-chains 
incline from the summit of the 
towers in the direction of a straight 
line to the platform, which will 
render this structure different from 
every suspension bridge yet erected, 
as the main-chains of suspension 
bridges are invariably curved. The 
suspension portions of the structure 
will be entirely of steel, manu- 
factured by Shortridge, Howell, 
and Co., of Sheffield, under their 
new process, and will afford the 
first example of a work of magni- 
tude in which iron will have been 
superseded in this class of structure, 
oF steel. The bridge will be in

THE FLOWER-SHOW AT GUILDHALL, 


THE United Horticultural Society, which has lately introduced the 
pleasant institution of flower-shows into Aldersgate and other parts of 
the City, was permitted by the Corporation of London to hold its fourth 
exhibition, on Tuesday week, in Guildhall, with the praiseworthy 
object of obtaining funds for the relief of gardeners and nurserymen in 
calamity, old or sickness ; and the Lord Mayor himeelf not only 
gave a subscription to the fund, but came in state, accom by the 
Sheriffs and attended by the usual civic retinue, to the private view at 
noon of that day. His Lordship was received by Mr. Hibberd and 
the other officers of the society, who explained the benevolent object of 
the show, and stated that the exhibitors had generously come forward, 
without any hope of obtaining prizes, in order that the whole sum re- 
ceived might be appropriated to charitable purposes. The principal 
organisers of the show were Messrs. Marshall, Crute, and Hibberd ; 
and the chief exhibitors, Messrs. Low, ~—— (palms, &c.) ; Mr. 
Hibberd (potatoes); Mr. Bull (new plants; Mr. F, Graham, Enfield 
(fruit) ; Messrs, Williams and e (ditto) ; Mr. Crute (plants) ; and 
Mr. Forsyth (gourds, &c.), The hardy themum, as might 
be expected at this season of the year, took the most promi- 
nent place amongst the flowers, The varieties exhibited seemed 
to be almost innumerable, and the beauty of the several species 

mite astonished those who had given the preference to the 
ahlia for form and colour. There was a splendid collection, includin 
twenty varieties of tree ferns, sent in by Mr. Low, of Clapton, an 
lofty palmy, and yuccas, and vigonias, and orchids, and aucuba 
japonica, all clustered up against the wall in such profusion as to 
make one almost fancy he stood in the conservatory at Kew or 
the “ Tropical Region ” of the Crystal Palace. The aucuba japonica, 
shown by Mr. Bull, was remarkable for its splendid display of lustrous 
crimson berries. Amongst the fruits and edible roots, Mr. Graham 
showed no less than one hundred varieties of splendid apples ; Messrs. 
Lane sent splendid hothouse grapes, pears, and pines; and Mr. 
Forsyth an extraordinary collection of gourds, upwards of 1000 in 
number, and containing nearly 500 varieties. Mr. Hibberd, to whose 
exertions the success of the show is greatly attributable, exhibited 
some remarkably fine potatoes, thus completing a judicious mixture 
of the useful with the Peantifal. Taken altogether, the show was of 
extraordinary freshness and attraction, considering the advanced 
period of the year; and, being exhibited in the ancient Guildhall in 
the novelty of all its recently-added decorations, it made a very 
brilliant scene when lighted up at night. 


RESTORATION OF THE GUILDHALL OF THE CITY 
OF LONDON, 
THE pro; s of this costly work has been, from time to time, recorded 


in the ILLUsTRATED LonDON News; and two mayoralty festivals 
have already been held beneath the new roof—the main feature of the 
restoration, and that which led to several minor works and the entire 
redecoration of the ancient edifice. This is, altogether, a labour of 
such cost and magnificence, as to render it worthy of special com- 
memoration in our picturesque chronicle of the time. The history of 
the Guildhall is familiar to every lover of old London: it is second 
only in interest and importance to the history of the Tower, and the 
striking character of its events renders it of national as well as 
civic claim. 

The Guildhall, or hall for the meeting of the Guilds, says Mr. 
Horace Jones, the City architect, is of very early date. The first 
entry he has been able to find is in the year 1212, the 14th of John. 
It is in a roll of the Hustings Court, which was held here, and must 
have been a very large building, from the number of persons stated 
to have been present. “This,” says Mr, Jones, “ was, undoubtedly, 
the original Guildhall spoken of by Fabyan, Grafton, and Stow: the 
old Berry Court, or Hal continued, and the Courts of the Mair and 
Aldermen were continually holden there. They had an entrance in 
Aldermanbury. This we will call the first Guildhall.” 

The second Guildhall, according to the tion records, was 
built in 1326, the 20th Edward II. Part of the crypt of this building 
exists, though much defaced by fire; it extends to half the nt 
hall, and adjoins the present crypt, being divided by a stout brick wall. 
We might reasonably infer from this evidence that the second building

Basen and Sait in thie exppt, Vaioh wes : y decorated 
for the occasion, This crypt is the only intact m of the ancient 
edifice, As we said three years since, in the mbers and offices all 
sorts of styles and decorations of all periods prevail—poor Gothic and 
painted ceiling, and marble sculpture, and mean wall-decoration ; and 
the floors are of various levels. The interior of the Great Hall, in 
coarse imitation of the nave of Winchester Cathedral, was also poor 


and mean. 

For more than 150 did the citizens bear the reproach of havin 
their noble hall disfigured by the incongruous upper story and flat roof. 
A pointed roof was mod but was with nofurther. With 
increasing public taste the anomaly became understood. The covering 
was dilapidated and unsightly, its removal was long pressed upon 
the Court of Common Council, chiefly by Mr. Deputy Lott, F.S.A., as 
well as a work of necessity as in consideration that it was not at all 
in harmony with the structure itself, and was therefore offensive to 
architectural and archzological taste. 

At length a committee of the Court of Common Council, to whom 
the subject had been referred, reported in favour of a series of exten- 
sive improvements, involving the entire reconstruction, on a new plan, 
of most, if not all, the offices of the Corporation. First, however, it 
was resolved to proceed with a new roof for the Great Hall; and the 
committee of the Corporation, with Mr. Kelday as its chairman, set 
about this great work, and determined upon an open oaken roof, with 
a central louvre and a tapering metal spire. 

The roof and other restorations were confided to Mr. Horace Jones, 
the City architect, with the assistance of Mr. Digby Wyatt and Mr. 
Ed Roberts, F.S.A.; and the work is being executed by, Messrs. 
Myers, under a contract with the Corporation. The first stone of the 
new internal cornice of the roof was laid, with some ceremony, on 
the 22nd day of June, 1864, when the members of the Improvement 
Committee, thirty-five in number, including four of the Aldermen 
(Musgrove, Hale, Abbiss, and Stone), with Mr. Kelday, their chair- 
man; Mr. Chaplin, chairman of the City Lands Committee; the Rev. 
Mr. Simpson, chaplain to the Lord Mayor ; and the principal officers 
of the Corporation, assembled on the roof. Mr, Kelday in a brief 
address recounted the history of the hall itself, with a passing allusion 
to the character and of the ancient guilds in the city of 
London, of which it was the chief gathering-place; and to the way in 
which they differed from the livery companies as they exist at the present 
day. In the course ofhis address he stated that, the roof having provoked 
the unfavourable criticism and comment of men of taste for the last 
150 years and more, and the covering having fallen into decay, the 
Corporation had resolved “to restore the roof after its pristine style, 
and so wipe out the reproaeh which attached to them in connection 
with the old roof.” In a cavity of the bed of the stone a bottle, con- 
taining a number of coins, with pho of the whole of the 
members of the Improvement Committee, was put; and that done, 
the stone was lowered into its place by Mr. Myers; and, the Rev. Mr. 
Simpson having asked a blessing on the work of which it was the 
begi —— Saas we brought to a close. 

accompanying Illustration shows the new roof and its general 
construction, which is as nearly as possible in accordance with the 
period in which the hall was originally built ; and with a drawing, still 
extant, of the old roof as it existed before its destruction in the Great 
Fire; a number of windows by which the interior of the building was 
lighted from both sides, and which had been closed for generations, 
have been with excellent effect ; and, by the removal of an 
unsightly coating of plaster and cement, all the characteristic out- 
lines of the internal architectural embellishments have been brought 
prominently out. One of the southern windows has been filled with 
stained glass, designed by Mr. F. Halliday, and executed by Lavers 
acd Barraud: the subj refer to the granting of charter, coining 
money, Wat Tyler, and a Royal tournament. The new roof is of oak, 
with rather a high pitch: it is lighted by sixteen dormers, eight on 
each side, and from the centre springs a louvre for the purposes of 
light and ventilation, as well as ornament, and it will have a lofty 
spire.

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MEMBERS OUT OF PARLIAMENT. 
Can anyone learned in things not generally known trace the connec- 
tion between charity and dining? Althoug hypercritics assert that 
we know nothing about it, the English are essentially a dining people. 
It may be that the accounts of hecatombs of underdone meat, and 

ies half cooked au naturel, which our neighbours set down as 
the staple of our feasting, has become rather a caricature, yet no 
Frenchman would probably allow that we have acquired the art of 
dining ; it is only the system which we practise. The ordinary charity 
dining system, like some of the anomalies in our Constitution, works 
well; for many a man who would not in cold blood bestow anything 
on an orphanage or a hospital, after what has been to him a satisfac- 
tory feast will give liberally out of the abundance, not of his heart, 
but of an organ a little lower in his body. Something of this would 
seem to prevail at Bristol, and to be the moving cause of a tripli- 
cate dinner annually in honour of the great local benefactor, Edward 
Colston ; the secondary object of the gatherings being to obtain sub- 
scriptions to supplement the funds left by that worthy for charitable 
purposes. It would appear, however, that charity does not operate as 
a bond of union ; for each political ey oe separately, while a 
third feast is provided for a body whic itself neutral and eschews 
all talk of public affairs. Although brought about by aifferent roads, 
the result is, it is believed, satisfactory—a liberal contribution flowing 
into the coffers of the charities ; and perhapsa ae stimulus is given 
to donationising by the spice of antagonism which the three separate 
meetings indicate as existing. This year both the Liberal and the Con- 
servative — were animated by such a novelty as the appearance 
of new M.P.s for the borough of Bristol and the eastern division of the 
county of Somerset could afford. In the borough, though Mr. Henry 
Berkeley retains his nearly thirty years’ tenure of the representation, 
and was present to vindicate his claims thereto ; a new member was 
paraded in the person of Sir Morton Peto, who, if one were inclined 
to give him an agnomen, after the manner of the Romans, on account 
of some distinguishing quality or circumstance, we should call the 
“employer of 100,000 men.” Having, doubtless for good reasons— 
perhaps on account of the fact that every elector of that borough is 
within an omnibus ride of its member—quitted Finsbury, Sir Morton 
suddenly plunged deep into the good graces of the Bristolians (Mr. 
Berkeley says it was his imprimatur that did the business) ; and, 
making a good fight against a Conservative, was triumphantly 
returned at the last election. The only other M.P. that dined on 
behalf of Colston with the Liberals was Colonel Kingscote, who, being 
a Gloucestershire magnate and member for the western division of 
that county, is acceptable at Bristol. 

There was a tremendous exposition of talk at this banquet. Mr. 
Berkeley, probably thinking that his constituents would like to see 
something of the way in which he conducts those ballot-speeches 
which are as regular annuals in the House as Colston’s feasts are at 
Bristol, went in for exactly the same sort of thing. Those who are 
familiar with the yearly duologue between Mr. Berkeley and one other 
member, or sm in the house, will easily ise the kind of 
thing which he delivered at Bristol. Tom Moore, by the mouth of 
Miss Biddy Fadge, invented “hyzenas in love;” and anyone may be 
allowed to imagine an heraldic griffin jerking out a series of elaborate 
jokes and illustrations, strung together on the slenderest thread of 
argument. If the kind of thing of which Mr. Berkeley's ballot-speeches 
in the house consist be endurable—firstly, because it is odd; and 
secondly, because, however one listens specially to catch his jocoseness, 
he is evidently in earnest on a political question of abstract importance— 
it is probable that few persons will seethe point of making a long-drawn- 
out attack on a newspaper upon the same plan, It may have been 
one way of paying a tribute to Lord Palmerston ; but it was a round- 
about, not to say a clumsy, way of doing that. The temptation of 
showing himself in a similitude of his principal part as a member of 
Parliament to a fresh, and therefore, as might be supposed, an appre- 
ciative audience, may have been too much for him ; but it may be 
suggested to Mr. Berkeley that whereas, deducting those gentlemen 
who will only make reappearances next Session, there will be at least 
160 or 170 new members in the house when it again meets, he has to 
a great extent a fresh field and pasture new wherein to disport himself 
in his peculiar fashion in the coming year. 

But, whatever may have been Mr. Berkeley's pretensions on this 
occasion, they before the portentous enunciation of Sir 
Morton Peto. Having just returned from a tour in North 
America, he seemed to think it incumbent upon him to speak 
his adventures and experiences at a length equal to the three 
volumes of other travellers. He spoke on public affairs with an 
authority which might cause nervous people to tremble at the idea of 
one man’s apparent power in the State, and to wonder if we were 
approaching that point in political and social revolution when a 
dictatorship is inevitable, at least foratime. The hon. gentleman 
was V tolerant of Lord Russell, and for the reason, as he stated, 
that if it had not been for measures which that noble Lord had been 
mainly instrumental in carrying, Sir Morton Peto could not at that 
moment have been a member of Parliament. It is just possible that 
there may be some people who do not see any special ground for 
gratitude to Lord Russell in that particular respect. Then, too, the 
member for Bristol was good enough to say that he was willing to 
give time—one, two, or three years—for the perfecting of a bill for 
reform in Parliament; and indicated a readiness to permit an inquiry 
into the state of the suffrage and the condition of the aspirants to 
that privilege; so that Lord Elcho may count with some reason on 
getting the Commission on those subjects for which he intends to 
move early next Session. On the whole, the impression that a dili- 
gent, we will not say painful, perusal of Sir Morton Peto’s s h leaves 
on one is, that he is ready and willing to undertake the whole govern- 
ment administration of the country—by contract ! 

The Conservatives at the second feast shone certainly, but only 
with the gloss of novelty. Mr. Greville is a new member for Somer- 
setshire, but he is not a mew member of the house, inasmuch as he 
sat for Windsor in a former Parliament and has even been a Lord of 
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FLORENCE, THE CAPITAL OF ITALY. 


THE famous and beautiful city which has been chosen for the capital of 
the new kin of Italy is situated in the central part of the Italian 
peninsula, where the valley of the Arno, inclosed on three sides by moun- 
tains or a hills of the Apennine range, opens westward into the 
wide plain of Tuscany, thence spreading as far as the eye can see 
along each bank of river, till, a few miles below Pisa, it ends in 
the seacoast with the port of Leghorn. : ; 

This fair plain, extending from east to west about sixty miles, and 

haps eight or ninety miles from the mountains of Lucca and 
Pistoja on the north to those above Sienna which divide it from the 
Roman States on the south, is one of the most interesting countries in 
Europe by its associations with the history of the Middle Ages. From 
the twelfth to the sixteenth century, while other nations, which had 
been subdued to feudalism, were roughly welded into a harder con- 
sistency of litical organisation, taking the shape of the great 
monarchies of t the modern world—such as hee and England, Spain 
and the German kingdoms—the commercial towns which sprung u 
and flourished in this region of Italy enjoyed a practi 
independence. Some, indeed, might own a merely nominal 
allegiance to the Emperor elected by the Princes of Germany 
and invested with a titular supremacy by the shadow of a Roman 
Senate. But these Imperial pretensions, whatever their force in Lom- 
bardy, or in Sicily and Naples, where the military power of ambitious 
vassals and princes claiming dominion in the name of the paramount 
lord had frequently crushed the rising liberties of other towns, were 
constantly baffled by the strength and spirit of the city republics of 
Tuscany ; and Florence was the soul of that glorious resistance. 
Defeating every foreign invasion by the valour of her armies, a 
militia of artisans, weavers, dyers, and smiths ; or by the policy of her 
statesmen, who were the merchants, bankers, and manufacturers of 
the wealthy town; keeping up, at the same time, the practices of 
local self-government and the popular franchise in her own adminis- 
tration ; and joining to herself, with an instinctive prescience of her 
future destinies, the other free towns of Tuscany, now by mutual 
leagues of protection and service, now by purchase or voluntary sur- 
render, and now by a forcible conquest, this wonderful city of 
Florence became the most important of the Italian States. Florence, 
too, was then, perhaps, the richest, the most highly civilised, the 
most refined community in the world—rivalling the artistic genius of 
ancient Greece, taking, Tike Athens, the intellectual leadership of her 
sisters of the same nationality, while promising, in good time, to com- 
i their political union—a consummation which seemed possible to 

renzo de’ Medici and to Machiavelli, but which has only been 
realised in our own day. These are the historic antecedents of the 





queenly Tuscan city, which has also contributed far more than any 
other to the glories of the Italian name, as the birthplace of so many 
of those illustrious men, Dante, Boccaccio, Bramante, Michael Angelo, 
Americo Vespucci, Galileo, and others whose performances and dis- 
coveries have most enriched mankind in the departments of literature 
and the fine arts, of science, philosophy, and geographical research. 
We can very well understand the claims of Florence to be preferred 
above all places in Italy, except Rome, the traditional grandeur of 
which, although def by the corruptions and humiliations of the 
Papal Court, still exerts a superstitious influence over some Italian 
minds. It is worthy of remark, however, that Rome, since the 
decline of the Western Empire, while she has been the capital of a 
temporal sovereignty and the seat of an ecclesiastical dominion 
ruling over the greater part of Europe, has not given birth 
to anyone of those eminent Italians— poets, painters, sculptors, 
architects, and musicians, scholars, philosophers, historians, and 
lawyers, soldiers, politicians, and even theologians, who have adorned 
the Italian nationality and recommended their native land to the 

teful admiration of the world. In this respect, while the old towns 
in the Romagna, with Modena, Umbria, and the Marches, may rank 
next to those of Tuscany by the fame of their most ey 
sons, it must be confessed that Rome stands lowest of all iu the list. 
Of all those exquisite works of art, for instance, which are displayed in 
St. Peter’s and the Vatican, and in the other gorgeous churches and 
palaces of Rome, scarcely any original masterpiece bears witness to the 
genius of a Roman; whereas the people of Florence in the time of 
their freedom had so much invention and energy to spare, that, 
besides taking the foremost place in = eS taking a 
place similar to that now held by Eng in the commercial and 
financial affairs of the world—they did, moreover, in addition to more 
substantial products, send forth a host of gifted artists, in every 
generation, whose countless works in various departments, often 
attaining the highest merit, may be seen dispersed through all the 
galleries and museums of Europe. 

Such are the achievements of Florence in past ages, and so well has 
she deserved the metropolitan honours which the Court and Parliament 
of Italy have now conferred upon her. This decision, though it was 
hastened by the expediency of giving a manifest pledge or token of 
the fulfilment of the convention of September, 1864, with reference 
to the Roman question, has for some years been entertained by the 
Italian statesmen as the most desirable settlement of the capital of 
the new kingdom. It was expressly advocated in 1861, in a pamphlet 
by the Cavaliere Massimo d'Azeglio, that accomplished and patriotic 
Piedmontese gentleman who was one of the very earliest, more than 
twenty years ago, to set on foot the great movement for the emanci- 
pation of Italy on the basis of constitutional freedom. In addition to 
the motives _ explained, which may appear to some English readers 
to partake of a sentimental character, there are serious practical con- 
siderations in favour of the selection of Florence. It may be remem- 
bered that General Cialdini, in a debate of the Italian Parliament last 
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h by Mr. James Graham) for the large Engraving presented 
Pith hie Nuber of our Journal, . 

Here, upon the terrace in front of the ancient church and monastery, 
where, in 1530, during the fatal siege, Michael Angelo, painter, poet, 
sculptor, architect, and military engineer, directing the patriotic 
defences of the Republican City, constructed his fortifications against 
the army of Charles V.—here we look down u the most interesting 
part of Florence. It is the Florence of the old Free Commonwealth, 
the Florence of Dante, which we see before us, divided only by the 
Arno and by the river-side streets on its left bank from the bill of San 
Miniato whence our View is taken. Those who do not know the precise 
situation, but have a general notion of the chief objects of interest 
usually sought for by visitors to Florence, should be forewarned that 
se i of the most remarkable palaces and churches are not to be 
found in this View. We have in vain attempted, at considerable pains 
and cost, to obtain a panoramic view of the whole of Florence, or even 
one comprising all the edifices best known to fame, which are 
dispersed on both banks of the river and in different quarters 
of the city. Our Engraving, therefore, does not show either 
the Pitti Pi or the churches of Santo Spirito and of the Carmine, 
which lie out of sight to the spectator’s left hand, on the south or 
near side of the river; nor the Church of Santa Maria Novella, too 
far removed on the opposite bank; nor the Church of Santa Croce, 
which is hidden behind the trees at the extreme right hand corner of 
the Engraving. Still farther to the left, and farther also to the right, 
a large extension of our View might have been desirable. A mile of 
the Lung’ Arno, to the left, with its newly-built mansions and hotels, 
and with two of the stone bridges—the Ponte Santa Trinita, adorned 
with statues of the Seasons, and the Ponte alla Carraja—besides the 
Suspension Bridge, much further down the stream, where the quay 
and the city wall terminate at the entrance to the Cascine or Public 
Park, must be added by the imagination of our readers, being 
necessarily excluded from the limits of the present Ilustration. In 
like manner, the hill of Fiesole, and other heights, rising boldly one 
behind another, beyond our View to the right band, and occupied by 
some of the most remarkable edifices in the suburbs of Florence, 
can only be left to the memory of those who have seen them 
or to the fancy of those who have not. With this explanation, which 
was requisite to prevent the reader from looking for what could not be 
represented in the Engraving, we will now point out a few of the 
principal features in the scene which it actually places before him. 

Beginning at the extreme right, where the Church of Santa Croce, 
as we said, is not visible, an open — may be discerned, between the 
trees of the foreground and the large modern house on the opposite 
bank of the river; and that place is the Piazza di Santa Croce, in 
front of the church, where the statue of Dante was unveiled, in the 
presence of King Victor Emmanuel, at the sexcentenary festival of the 
poet’s birth, on Sunday, the 14th of last May, some [lustrations of 
which appeared in this Journal of the 3rd of June. The 
Piazza di Santa Croce, in truth, may boast of glorious historical 
associations, going back to the middle of the thirteenth 
century, a few —— before Dante was born. It was there, 
in 1260, that the popular Assembly was held, which, by a 
vigorous resolution, very ably and honestly carried oat, deprived 
the Ghibelline nobles of political power, renounced the supremacy of 
the German Emperor, and established the democratic Commonwealth 
which grew so quickly to be one of the most famous States of that 
period. The church itself, which has just now been completed by the 
addition of the marble facade, may be regarded as the Florentine 
Westminster Abbey, containing the monuments of several of the most 
distinguished men, besides Dante, who have conferred honour upon 
the country of their nativity; here are the tombs of Michael Angelo 
Buonarotti, of Niccold Machiavelli, of Galileo the astronomer, and cf 
Vittorio Alfieri, the last a Piedmozxtese. A familiar stanza from 
“ Childe Harold,” which it is needless to quote, expresses the feelings 
of reverence and the thoughtful meditations inspired by a visit to this 
hallowed shrine of Italian genius, 

But if Santa Croce be the Westminster Abbey of Florence, the 
Duomo, or Cathedral, stands in the place of St. Paul's ; and this com- 
parison will always occur most naturally to the mind of an English- 
man when his eye is arrested by the mighty dome, overlooking the 
city, as in London, which forms the most conspicuous object in the 
middle of our View. The architectural group of the Duomo, the Cam- 
panile, and the Baptistery are unequalled, certainly, by any three 
edifices constituting a particular group. The Duomo, taken as a whole, 
is a nobler work t St. Peter’s at Rome, though we will not praise 
it above St. Paul's. Its cupola, which is of an octagonal shape, and 
covered with red tiles, is both higher and wider than that of St. Peter’s, 
though the entire height from the ground, 387 ft., including the main 
building, is less than that of the huge cathedral of the Popes. The 
length of the Duomo is 500 ft. ; its breadth, with the transepts, 300 ft. ; 
the walls, externally, are plated all over with slabs of marble, white, 
black, and reddish yellow, laid with cunning alternation, in patterns 
adapted to the form of different parts of the building, and with a very 
agreeable effect. This noble structure, built from the ee and under 
the superintendence of Arnolfo, Giotto, and Brunelleschi, between 1298 
and 1450, is a magnificent example of the taste, the zeal, and liberality 
of the citizens of the Florentine Republic ; it may vie with the finest 
cathedrals which owe their existence to Royal and ecclesiastical 


differently-coloured marble, which is 
of Tuscany, bas been applied to the panile, but even more y 
and exquisitely than to the body of the great cathedral. The base- 
ment story is adorned, moreover, with an interesting series of sculp- 
tures in relief, typifying the progress of human civilieation, above 
which are sixteen co statues, four on each side. 
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San Firenze, coming nearly into a line with the battlemented mass of 
the Palazzo Vecchio, These cannot easily be distinguished without an 
exact knowledge of the relative positions of the different streets in 
which they stand. The Uffizj, which contains the most extensive and 
precious collections of books, paintings, statues, and other works of 
art—surpassing even the renowned picture-gallery of the Pitti 
Palace—is a long range of building, from the angle of the Piazza 
della Signoria, where it abuts on the Palazzo Vecchio, extending 
towards the river, as shown in our View. 

The only two ted in the Engraving are, first, the 
Ponte alle Grazie, or Ponte Rubaconte as it is sometimes called, which 
is seen in the middle, having a pair of small houses built above each 
pier ; and, secondly, the Ponte Vecchio, “the Old Bridge,” half a 
mile lower down the stream. This bridge is completely over-built, on 
each side the roadway, with shops mostly occupied by jewellers or 
goldsmiths, who have also their lodging-rooms, or at least their work- 
rooms, on the same premises. But the River Arno, which shrinks in 
the summer to only a tame and shallow stream, comes down occasion- 
ally with the force of a tremendous flood, as our readers will probably 
remember from the spirited sketch, by Mr. E. W. Cooke, R.A., 
engraved for our publication of Dec. 10, 1864; and it may be con- 
j that at such seasons the rickety old houses of the Ponte 

ecchio are not a safe or desirable abode, 

The streets of Florence are generally narrow, but very clean, and 
smoothly paved with flat flagstones of polygonal shape, which make 
pleasant walking, but are not so good for horses and carriages. Most 
of the streets have no side-pavement for féot-passengers. In the 
more ancient parts of the town the streets are rather gloomy ; the 
huge mansions of the Florentine magnates being usually constructed 
as much with a view to defensive strength as to showing an agreeable 
front. While the lower story of a palazzo is of massive rusticated 
stones, with iron gratings in every window, the upper stories displa 
all the grace of Italian domestic architecture. he Reform Clu 
put on the top of Newgate would give an idea of the effect. The base- 
ment of the Pitti Palace is a stupendous example of this kind. 

A contract for demolishing the entire circuit of the city walls, 
and making a delightful promenade, or boulevard, all round Florence, 
has just been arranged by the municipality with an English company. 
The street leading to the King’s residence, the Pitti Palace, has been 
widened. The projected extension of the erent San Domenico, 
on the road to Fiesole, and as far as the Vi ‘oggio Imperiale, on 
the opposite side, will a the house accommodation so much 
wanted in the metropolis of a great country. 


OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS. 
LORD FREDERICK BEAUCLERK. 

Lord Frederick Charles Peter Beauclerk, of Little Grimsby Hall, in the 
county of Lincoln, Captain in the Royal Navy, who died at Weymouth, on 
the 17th inst., after a protracted illness, was the second son of William, eighth 
Duke of St. Albans, by his second wife, Maria Janetta, only danghter of John 
Nelthorpe, Esq., of Little Grimsby Hall. He was born June 28, 1808, and 
was for some years in the Royal Navy, and became a Captain in 1855, He 
married, Feb, 16, 1848, Jemima, sixth ghter of James Raymond Johnstone, 
Esq., of Alva, Clackmannanshire, by whom he leaves issue two sons, William 
Nelthorpe and Frederick Amelius. 

STR RICHARD BROOKE, BART. 

Sir Richard Brooke, sixth Baronet, of Norton Priory, in the county of 
Chester, who died, on the 11th inst., at his seat, 
Norton Priory, near Preston- Brook, was the elder 
son of Sir Richard Brooke, the fifth Baronet, by 
his wife, Mary, second daughter of Sir Robert 
Cunliffe, second Baronet, of Acton Park. He 
was born Aug. 18, 1785, and was educated at Eten 
College.

VICE-ADMIRAL AUSTIN. 
Vice-Admiral Sir Horatio Thomas Austin, K.C.B., who died on the 16th inst., 
at his residence in Leinster-gardens, in his sixty-fifth year, after a very short 
illness, entered the Royal Navy in the spring cf 1°!5, and was a first-class 
volunteer and midshipman under Captain Sir Masterman Hardy and 
Captain Sir Charles Ogle, with whom he witnessed the chief ions of the 
American War, incl the attacks on Washington, timore, and 
New Orleans, and the bardment of Stonington.
